Even in a diltte 
ted state of six or ten drops to three or tour 
ounces of water, it ought to be used with 
the utmost caution, and, for the tooth ache, 
or any other malady, never without the ade 
vice and assistance of a skilful medica] 
practitioner, 

New Chemical Afparatusa—An appara- 
tus has been invented at Glasgow, for the 
manufacture of any mineral water required 
to be charged with carbonic acid gas, which 
amounts, in fact, to the development of 4 
power hitherto unknown, but equal to that 
of steam. This machine is deserjbed as 
having neither gasometer or air-pump, yet 
the streneth of a boy is asserted to be capa- 
ble of compressing into any vessel from 
thirty or forty atmospheres of gas in a few 
minutes; while to. effect the same with a 
forcing-pump, would occupy the strength 
of several men as many hours. A mag 
chine equal in force to an engine of forty- 
horse power, and requiring neither fire nor 
water, would not occupy a space of more 
than four feet square. For many purposes 
it would be more applicable than steam, 
but by reason of the present price of sulx 
phuric acid, greatly more expensive,
